Senator Beeridge Urges 


: 
Scientific Plan of 


Agriculture. 


Lagrange, Ind.. Oct. 9.—Senator Al- 


bert J. Beveridge, in his 
address to 


farmers at the corn school here yes- 
terday, declared his belief 
that the 


pursuit of agriculture 
demands 
the 


finest type' of intelligent effort—a lib- 
eral mixture of brains with soil—anc 
urged the following of scientific line: 
in farming. At the same time he de- 
clared that he did not desire to give 
advice, but suggestions. 


Senator Beveridge did not reach the 


city until 2:30 o'clock and an immense 
Crowd was massed in the court hous 
yard awaiting him. He was warmly 
greeted when introduced by Senator 
S. K. Ganiard. He said 
in opening 


that the earlier part of his life hac 
been spent on the farm under grea' 
disadvantages and that the hardes 
kind of manual labor was performed 
by him. Regardless of those hard- 
ships he had always kept a keen inter- 
est In rural life and hoped at some 
future time, when he acquired suffi- 
cient money to buy a farm, to again 
become a farmer. He insisted that in 
telligence should be put into the farm 
work. 
That brains should be mixec 


with the soil. That it should become a 
business. 


"The German people excel the Amor 


leans in farming because they do 1 
more scientifically," said Mr. Bever 
i'dge. "They make a study of the soils 
fertilizers, seeds, and, in fact, every 
phase ot their work. 
The American 


are advancing rapidly, but they hav 
as yet much to learn. Thirty year 
ago the principal things that wer 
known of soil were that the black Ian 
would produce good corn, while it wa 
too strong for wheat. 
They are now 


getting to the place where they have 
their, soil analyzed, learn in what it is 
deficient, and add that by way o£ fer- 
tilizer. Waste," the speaker said, "is 
the thing that the farmer, as well as 
those in most other occupations, needs 
most to study and correct." 


Referring to the value of the depart- 


ment of agriculture at Washington to 
the farmer. Senator TCeveridge said: 


"It experiments with s<;cds of vari- 


ous kinds and gives to the farmer the 
result attained. It has been a great 
help in discovering wnys of ridding the 
fields nnrt orchards of harmful bugs. 
It has discovered an antidote for hog 
cholorn. Hog cholera may be prevent- 
ed and cured by injecting a prepara- 
tion Into tho animal. This, of Itself, is 
a wonderful boon to the farmer, as hog 
raising is the most profitable industry 
on Hie farm. A dollar's worth ot com 
will produce $2 worth of hogs if con- 
ditions nre intelligently studied." 


In closing Senator Beveridgc urged 


the farmers to organize to protect their 
interests. "All oth<?r lines of industry 
are organized." said the senator, ".and 
'the farmers should do likewise."

Christ never founded a church, or 
commanded baptism, or established 
the Lord's Supper, that these are only 
human institutions of man's creation, 
and we must fellowship Him as a re- 
ligious lender. 


Has a conservative thinker no duty 


to his own conscience? 
Ought one 


who believes the Bible is God's super- 
natural, inspired record of His love 
und plan for redemption of the world 
from sin through Jesus Christ, to fel- 
lowship as a religious teacher him 
who says the Bible is no longer au- 
thority? 
Ought a mnn who believes 


in the absolute deity of Christ, and 
worships Him us God to fellowship as 
a teacher one who denies all that? 
Ought one who believes in an objec- 
tive atonement upon the Cross for the 
sins of the world, fellowship as a 
spiritual teacher one who denies it 
all? 


These are becoming more and more 


serious questions with a large number 
of preachers. 
To many of us, the 


Bible and the dc.-ity of Christ and the 
objoclive atonement are facts as real 
and precious us God Himself. Are we 
to be considered narrow and bigoted 
and uncharitable because we say to 
men who reject them, "Go your way, 
that is your principle, bill we cannot 
travel with you, your Bible Is not our 
Bible, your Christ is not our Christ, 
your atonement is not our atonement. 
For us and our children you are not 
Gospel teachers"? Let such men be 
honest enough to go where they be- 
long, but so vital are these truths and 
facts to us, that we cannot with policy 
to our conscience, recognize them as 
Gospel teachers.

To watch this tiny representative of womanhood,

for Soft Corns 


Of ail trivial ailments to which any 


part of the body Is liable, not even 
toothache, is more painful than soft 


while the dress illustrated will be bs- 
comihg for & tall, slender matron for 
afternoon or carriage use.

corns. The pain, indeed, is not unlike 
that of a. throbbing nerve, and unless 
one can treat it by going to bed for a 
couple of days, a luxury In which few 
can indulge, relief Is usually a long 
time in coming. 


Soft corns begin, as a rule, between 


the toes and sometimes are so small 
that they are nob noticed for days. 
Tet once they start only the most con- 
stant and unremitting care car, keep 
away real suffering. 


Prevention begins by keeping the, 


spaces between tha toes dry and by 
seeing to It that there 1« no accumula- 
tion of old skin. This will be entirely 
obviated by careful wiping after the 
dally tub. An ordinary bath towel Is 
useless for this purpose, for it is too 
thick to go into the cracks, and only 
the thinnest quality hand towel should 
be used. It is a practical plan to save 
those which are old and therefore espe- 
cially soft. Then in order that there 
shall not be the slightest chance of 
friction, which would greatly increase 
the piUn. a slip of tissue paper must be 
placed between the toes afflicted. This 
entirely obviates any rubbing. An in- 
experienced person must not make the 
mistake of placing cotton as a buffer 
under the impression that It will bring 
greater comfort- 
On the contrary, 


even tie. tiniest patch of -soft stuff is 


heating and will aggravate the surfac* 
Soft paper is not heating. 


Simple tincture of Iodine is beneficial 


if applied daily to the sore. While-not- 
a cure it helps to prevent the accumu- 
lation of hard skin.

BEES AND WILD HONEY 


Bee Hunting for Profit Is a Thing of the Past Owing 


to the Passing of Great Forests. 


BY THOMAS X. CISH. 


It Is commonly thought that with 


the passing away of larger timber the 
wild bees would have to go; but such 
is not the case. There are more wild 
bees to-day than there were thirty 
years ago. 


At that time trees had but little 


value, and the bee hunter found no 
trouble in cutting a bee tree wherever 
it was found, and many men followed 
bee hunting for profit and pleasure, and 
as the bees were most often found in 
large trees with decaying limbs or 
trunks they became an easy mark for 
the hunter who understood their habits. 


Now all timberland is under fence 


and the cutting of a tree on another 
man's land often ends In trouble. 


Bee hunting is a thing of the past, 


but the bees are here more plentiful 
than ever. The old-time colony with 
50 and 100 pounds of honey is not 
found. They have been compelled to 
use the smaller trees for storehouses, 
which soon become overstocked and a 
new home must be found. Thus the 
:olonies are smaller and more numer- 
ous. 


In removing the timber from three 


acres of land the owner found nine 
trees' with bees and honey. Of these 
nine trees the largest amount of honey 
stored was about ten pounds, and on 
two of the trees the bees' were storing 
honey by building It fast to small twigs 
outside the hollow in a tree. 


The largest colony of wild bees I ever 


saw w»s In Pope county, Illinois. This 
colony was using a cavity in a rock 
bluff as a hive, and I was told it had 
been there for fifty years. 


When looking at the entrance the 


bees leaving and returning looked al- 


nost like brown smoke escaping from 
the rock. These bees are out of reach 
)f man and the amount of honey they 
Slave stored within this rock can only 
be guessed at. b»t It must be large. 


The old-time bee hunter knew his 


business well, and many were the ways 
he had of finding the. stored sweets. 


One of the most used was the snow 


hunt In early winter, when the first 
snow fell. The hunter went Into the 
wood, going from tree to tree looking 
about the roots for dead bees upon the 
snow, as it was known that all dead 
bees are removed from the hive and 
dropped beneath. 


Another method was the placing of 


sweet sirup or honey on a log near the 
wood and then following the bees when 
feeding. 


Sometmes flour was dropped upon 


the bees, making them white and more 
easy to follow through the shade oi 
the woods. The flour would also be 
thrown off when entering the tree, and 
this often helped the hunter to locate 
the bees. 


After a bee tree was found it was 


marked, and that mark was thought to 
protect the tree for the finder until the 
coming of cold weather, when the 
honey could be removed. 


Sometimes the finder got all the 


honey, but often he had to share with 
the owner of the land on which the 
tree was found. 


The cutting of a bee tree was no 


pleasant job, as the day was never so 
cold that the bees would not try to de- 
fend their home, and often the hunte: 
got more stings than honey. 


But if the tree was large and the col 


ony had been in It for several year: 
the honey would pay well for the gath 
ering.

LEAF SPOT AND BLACK ROT 


Leaf spot is the most destructive 


disease attacking the leaves and stems 
of tomatoes, and it is very hard to 
control. Small, grayish-brown angu- 
lar spots, containing minute black 
fruiting bodies, appear upon the leaves 
and stem's. 
The lower ones are first 


attacked and the disease spreads up- 
ward, 
often 
almost 
defoliating the 


plants. Many growers report that this 
disease is worst on high, dry, gravelly 
or sandy soils. It is carried over the 
winter in diseased stems and leaves. 


Treatment: 
Spray with. Bordeuax 


a ,-week after transplanting and repeat

Other farm- 
ers have gone at the problem less heed- 
essly. as in the case of a man who 
followed the root of a plant to the 
depth of four feet and then applied a 
large quantity of salt in the hole. 


Various methods have been tried 


io keep down the top growth, and hence 
starve out the underground parts. 
There are three methods that have 
Klven 
satisfactory 
results, namely, 


clean cultivation, alfalfa growing and 
hog pasturing. There are other meth- 
ods that have bean tried, but not with 
a large measure of success. Those in- 
clude the placing of building paper, 
beet pulp, apple pomace, straw or ma- 
nure on the ground to smother the 
weed growth, and also the application 
of chemicals. Conditions in irrigated 
regions are complicated by the fact 
that bindweed is often allowed to grow 
along Irrigation ditches, the water in 
which distributes the seed. The water 
of streams, especially at flood times, is 
also a factor in distributing the seeds 
and roots to other land. 


Bindweed can be eradicated by clean 


cultivation if thorough and persistent. 
The case requires going over the land 
once every week or ten days during 
the entire growing season of the weed, 
which is between the spring and fall 
frosts. 
Two 'years of this treatment 


will accomplish the result In most 
cases, and it ia probable that one year 
will suffice where the plant does not 
root too deeply. The difficulty IE that 
many farmers will not cultivate as

Wisconsin Experiment Station. 


Soy beans were first grown at the 


Wisconsin experiment station in 1899. 
and each year since the acreage and 
the number of varieties tested have 
been Increased. 


The tests at this station have been 


made for the purpose of determining 
their value as a forage plant and of 
finding out which varieties, if any. 
were adapted to our soil and climate. 


Twenty-nine varieties have been on 


trial; of these the Michigan green 
seems especially adapted to be grown 
with corn for silage. This is a me- 
dium early variety and Is noted for its 
height and great growth of foliage. 


The stems are strong and it usually 


stands erect so that it can be harvested 
nicely with the corn binder, or if grown 
alone can be cut to advantage with a 
mower. 


If grown for seed or pasture pur- 


poses the soy benn should be sown In 
drills about thirty inches apart. "Where 
a small acreage is desired a hand drill 
ran be used, but where a large quan- 


is planted a grain drill can be 


used by stopping some of the inter- 
vening spouts so as to have the soj 
beans the proper distance apart.

When harvested for seed the usual 


method has bsen to pull the plants by 
hand, which entails an unusual amount 
of labor. The self-binder and mowet 
have been used with partial success at 
the station. 


The soy bean can be harvested to 


advantage by being pastured oft with 
hogs, and it seems that this will be 
one of its principal uses in the future, 
as it is high in protein and a great 
flesh former. 


Hogs take very kindly to this plant 


and cat the beans readily. By planting 
a few acres of the early varieties each 
year a farmer cannot only renew the 
fertility of the soil, but have an abund- 
ance of feed for fitting his hogs for th« 
fall market.

PLOWING IN THE FALL 


,and Plowed Before the Snow Falls Is Freer From Injurious Insects 


and Has Many Other Advantages. 


BY B. B. RTJSHmO. 


As much -plowing as possible should 
3 done in the fall. 
The 
soil* thus 


urned up is exposed to the frosts of 
vinter, and they penetrate it to a con- 
iderable 'depth. Soils that are covered 
vith sod are not peentrated more than 
lalf as deep by the frosts as are those 
oils that are recently plowed in the 
all.It is desirable to loosen the earth 
selow the depth to which the plow 
goes. 
This is especially valuable in 


;lay soils. 
When ground is plowed 


veil before the coming of frost the soil 
will often be frozen to the depth of 
wenty inches.. This means that every 
particle to that depth.is moved to a 
:ertain extent. The expansion of the 


particles of moisture pushes apart and 
breaks up the most retentive soils. 


Clay soil -that has been well drained 


is in this way made more friable to a 
great depth, and when spring comes 
and the frost goes out of the soil it 
will be so loose that air can penetrate 
to a great depth and chemical action 
be better. 


The manures in the surface soil are 


disintegrated and some of them are 
washed down to the depth the frost 
has gone. 


The result following is that the roots 


of the plants seek the cool, moist earth 
below if-there be in it plenty of plant 
food, and the plants supported by the 
roots are the more able to resist many 
droughts that may come in summer. 


Where droughts are common it is de- 


sirable to have plant roots go as deeply 
as possible. 


Fall-plowed land will also be found 


freer from cutworms and other inju- 
rious insects in the spring. Some of 
these Insects try to get below the frost 
line or at least to a point where freez- 
ing and thawing In the early spring is 
not possible. The plowing of the land 
turns up these insects, and, though they 
may be still covered by the soil, leaves 
the ground so loose about them that 
they freeze, and in this way they are 
killed. 


While fall plowing does not entirely 


wipe out all the cutworms that may be 
in the ground, it will greatly lessen 
their number. 


This point alone is enough to justify 


the plowing of land in the fall. 


of sugar or cooking will restore the 
natural and essential qualities of fresh 
fruit. 


Srawberrles are the most dilllcult of 


all berries to can so as to retain their 
delicate flavor and color. They should 
be placed in a colander before stem- 
ming and very cold water run through 
them to remove sand and to harden the 
berries. 
Stem carefully and handle 


daintily. 


Two boxes of strawberries when 


cooked will fill one Mason jar, which 
is enough to cook at ono time. 


Crush one pint of strawberries in an 


enameled kettle and add one full cup 
of granulated sugar; juice will thus be 
formed without using water and of 
such weight that the berries will not 
float on top of juice when in the jar. 


Let the crushed berries and sugar 


boil hard, shaking the kettle over the 
fire to prevent sticking. Drop the re- 
mainder of the berries into the boiling 
sirup and cook just about five min- 
utes, skimming thoroughly. 


Have ready jars placed upon a cloth 


wrung from cold water and fill in the 
berries with a silver spoon. Canned in 
this way strawberries will retain more 
of their natural flavor and color than 
in any other way, as a sirup made ol 
water and sugar injures both flavor and 
color. 


The above rule as regards • sugar 


holds good only for canned strawber- 
ries. Preserve or jam would require 
more sugar and longer cooking. 


Raspberries, both red and black 


should be allowed to reach the boiling 
point in a little water before adding 
sugar In order to soften the seeds. 


Peaches are better dropped into boil- 


ing sirup and cooked until a silver fork 
will pierce them readily.
